Sickness  Still  Unknown  .  .  . 

The  majority  of  educators  in  the  United  Slates  today  wi|| 
without  hesitation  admit  the  presence  of  a  malady  in  our  edu- 
calional  system,  but  just  what  this  illness  is,  still  remains  to  be 
diagnosed. 

Some  soy  that  It  seems  to  be  that  the  average  graduate 
from  our  secondary  schools  is  lacking  that  adaptability  necessary 
for  entrance  into  the  higher  echelons  of  learning.  The  possibility 
that  this  theory  might  hold  within  it  a  few  grains  of  facts  is  ihe 
eagerness  with  which  graduate  students  are  flocking  baci<  to  ou* 
universities  and  colleges  throughout  Ihe  country  to  gain  further 
knowledge  and  understanding. 

Others  believe  that  the  inevitable  result  will  be  on  educated 
class,  geared  to  educate  the  educated;  with  only  minor  emphosis 
being  given  to  those  who  are  unable  to  attain  that  higher  level 
of  advancement.  This  is  already  being  done  to  some  extent  in 
our  larger  universities,  and  is  disguised  under  the  heading  ol  en¬ 
trance  examinations.  , 

The  result  of  this  pattern  of  events  if  followed  to  their  natural 
bounds  will  be  an  educated  aristocracy.  In  the  past,  preference  and 
position  was  given  those  individuals  with  financial  and  social  free¬ 
doms;  today  and  in  the  years  ahead  this  pattern  is  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  change,  not  only  ihe  mentally  adept  but  also  the  men- 
♦ally  proficient  will  be  the  aristocracy  of  the  future. 

Our  secondary  school  system  has  for  some  time  been  Holding 
this  new  force  in  check.  The  school  systems  of  the  present  con¬ 
tinue  to  demand  more  teachers,  more  buildings,  and  more  pay, 
without  looking  to  the  revolution  needed  in  their  own  curricu- 
lums.  In  a  sense  they  are  losing  sight  of  the  trees  becouse  of  the 
forest. 

Teachers  should  consider  goals  of  better  prepared  students 
equally  and  fully  as  well  as  the  development  of  new  classroomt 
and  progressive  salaries  for  themselves.

President  Jones  Speaks 
To  Graduating  Seniors 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  in  his  nw-s;'ge 
to  College  seniors  during  the  sen¬ 
ior  breakfast,  told  of  three  *  lungs 
the  seniors  should  follow  mr  a 
successful  life. 

Tlie  first  one  is  to  sturiv  and 
a  wait  opportunity.  Dr.  Jone-  told 
I  lie  seniors  they  now  had  ,i  t;ood 
foundation.  The  rest  of  their 
structure  depended  on  how  well 
they  study  and  learn  from  now  on. 

The  second  point  Dr.  Jones  em¬ 
phasized  was  to  work.  "Don't  be 
afraid  to  work  hard  on  the  .mb.'1 
he  stressed. 

"Do  unto  others  as  you  would 
hove  them  do  unto  you,"  was  the 
third  point  of  his  talk.  Considera¬ 
tion  or  others  and  forgetfulness  of 
oneself  are  highly  important,  he 
said. 

Seniors  Are  Urged 
To  Establish  Goals 

"I  am  ...  I  ought  ...  I  can 
.  .  .  I  will.  These  are  the  four 
things  that  moke  you  like  C»od," 
stressed  the  Rev.  Newton  13- 
Moats,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Meth¬ 
odist  Church,  Des  Moines,  I«  .  as 
he  addressed  the  200  candidates 
for  degrees  at  the  College  bacca¬ 
laureate  services. 

Tlie  subject  of  the  Rev.  Monts' 
sermon  was  "You  Are  Some¬ 
body.”  Tiie  Methodist  minister 
stressed  that  tlie  graduates  must 
accept  the  fact  that  they  are  some¬ 
body;  and  that  they  have  been  no¬ 
body  so  long  in  their  own  Unlik¬ 
ing.  "People  think  in  terms  of 
limitations,  not  potential,"  he 
said.

Isn’t  It  about  time  the  detrac-i 
tors  stopped  grumbling  about  the 
"lively  ball’  and  the  "smaller  ball 
parks”  and  started  giving  a  little 
credit  where  credit  is  due? 

Why  isn’t  it  acknowledged  that 
the  greater  output  of  home-runs 
today  might  just  be  duo  to  the 
simple  fact  that  Ihc  majors  today 
arc  blessed  by  the  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  power  hitters  in  the  old 
games  history? 

Babe  Ruth  lilt  60  home-runs. 
Jimmy  Fox  and  Hank  Grecnburg 
hit  58.  Hack  Wilson  hit  56.  If  the 
ball  has  been  so  all-fired  "hopped 
up"  in  recent  years  nlid  the  ball 
parks  arc  so  much  smaller— why 
haven't  powerhouses  like  Ted 
Kluszewski,  Gil  Hodges,  Duke 
Snider  or  Mickey  Mantle  hit  that 
many— or  70.  or  even  80  home- 
runs? 

Isn’t  the  answer  then  very 
simple — that  players  are  NOT 
hitting  M  O  It  R  home  runs. 
MORE  players  are  hitting 
home-runs! 

Throughout  the  game’s  history, 
the  home-run  hitters  have  been 
(on  the  whole)  the  powerfully  built 
men.  Along  with  the  trend  of  the 
notion  in  general,  ball  players  to¬ 
day  are  bigger  and  stronger  hum¬ 
an  beings.  It  used  to  be  that  the 
average  club  had  two  or  three 
(and  sometimes  only  one)  home- 
run  sluggers.  Tlie  average  club 
today  boasts  any  number  of  men 
capable  of  hitting  the  ball  out  of 
the  park  every  time  they  come  to 
bat. 

Take  a  good  look  at  the  aver¬ 
age  National  League  ball  play¬ 
er  and  sec  how  he’s  grown  In 
the  last  20  years.  A  compar¬ 
ison  of  the  1958  player  with  the 
National  League  of  1938  shows  a 
remarkable  increase  in  size. 

Start  with  the  first  baseman, 
since,  from  sandlot  days  on  up, 
the  biggest  boy  usually  is  the  first 
baseman.  The  N.  L.  first  base- 
man  of  1958  averages  6  feet,  2*/a 
inches  and  weighs  203  pounds. 
That  makes  him  exactly  three 
inches  taller  and  24  pounds  heav¬ 
ier  than  the  first  baseman  of 
1938. 

According  to  tlie  National  Lea¬ 
gue  service  bureau,  tlie  1958  Na¬ 
tional  League  third  baseman  Is 
two  inches  taller  and  18  pounds 
heavier  than  his  1938  counterpart. 
Today’s  shortstop  Is  2 Vi  inches 
taller  and  10  pounds  heavier, 
while  the  second  base  increase  Is 
2*.  2  inches  and  14  pounds.  In 
the  catching  department,  it’s  all 
even  in  height  at  5-1 1  Vi  but  this 
year’s  receiver  outweighs  the  1933 
backstop,  195  to  186. 

In  the  ouffield,  the  difference 
is  more  pronounced.  Tlie  ten 
fielding  leaders  of  1938  and 
1957  were  measured  and  the  re¬ 
sult  showed  an  average  weight
